Pest Must Go. 


LOO AS WELL AS THE WHITE. 
Los ANGELES, Aug. 3.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tur Times.] About six months 
ago J took a trip through the San Ga- 
briel Valley in campany with one of 


destroying large numbers of the red 
scale. I recentl

months and it does not seem possible 
that the water alone could have had 
the effect of freeing the trees of the 
scales; it would evidently have no ef- 
fect whatever upon those already cov- 
ered over witha shell. The recently 
hatched ones would evidently be 
washed from the trees and destroyed, 
but as these become covered over with 
a shell within 24 hours after leavin 
the parent, the time when they woul 
be affected by the latter is very limited. 
The only hypothesis we are able to give 
that would account for the disappear- 
ance of these scales in the present in- 
stance is to suppose that they were de- 
stroyed by 1 and predaceous in- 
sects,and that the dry, empty scales had 
been washed from the trees by the 
force ot the water. 

Our party were fortunate enough to 
discover several of the adult parasites, 
and in many of the scales still remain- 
ing on the trees were the tell-tale holes 
out of which the adult parasites had 
made their escape. Of predaceous in- 
sects we saw quite a number of larvæ 
of the lace-winged fly, an unnamed 
species ot Chrusopa, which evidently 
contributed not a little toward the de- 
struction of the red scales, since I have 
repeatedly seen them with one of their 
jaws inserted under the shells of one 
of these scales, busily engaged in ex- 
tracting the juices of its yictim. 

As additional evidence for 
that the above result was brough 
about through the agency of parasitic 
and predaceous insects I may mention 
the case of an 14.5 gate adjoining 
the one owned by Col. Dobbins. Sev- 
eral months ago this grove was in a 
very pitiful condition, owing to the rav- 
ages of the red scale, but at the pres- 
ent time it is looking remarkably 
healthy, and Col. Dobbins informs me 
that it has not been sprayed even with 
cold water for over a year. 

While these 3 and preda- 
ceous insects will undoubtedly accom- 
plish much good in restricted localities, 
it cannot be expected that they will de- 
stroy the red scale in such a wholesale 
manner as the Australian ladybug, 
recently introduced by our National 
Department of Agriculture, is making 
away with the icerya, or cottony-cush-

Col. Dobbins, where I made the first 
attempt at colonizing these ladybugs 
on trees in the open air.

that the N in this grove are rapidly 
becoming a thing of the past. A few 
months ago Col. Dobbins wrote me he 
was willing to wager that by the mid- 
dle of November next his grove would 
be practically free from the icerya—an 
assertion that many of his fruit- 
growing friends were inclined to re- 
ceive cum grano salis; but the industri- 
ous little lady-bug has exceeded even 
his most sanguine expectations; and he 
now asserts that his grove will be 
freed from the pest by the middle of 
August, and few persons who take the 
trouble to examine his grove at the 
present time will doubt his assertion. 

As might naturally be expected, the 
freeing of the orange groves from the 
ravages of the icerya lifts a great 
weight from the shoulders of our 
growers, whose. groves were afflicted 
with this pest. One year ago many of 
these groves were in a very precarious 
condition, and their owners thought 
very seriously of abandoning them. At 
that time we had washes that would 
destroy these pests, but washes cost 
money, and the rapidity with which 
the trees became ‘reinfected was dis- 
heartening, to say the least; in fact, so 
rapidly did this take place that the im- 
ression prevailed in the minds of a 
ew that the pests were resurrected. 
Or, as my German friend, who is a 
trifle left-handed expressed himself: 
‘**You can kill the bugs, but they won't 
stay killed.“ Now, however, all this 
is changed, the imported lady-bugs, 
armed with nothing more formidable 
than an insatiable appetite, having 
already killed millions of these pes 
so very dead that their chances of a 
subsequent resurrection is extremely 
small, and it is only a question of 
time—and that, too, of a compara- 
tively short time—when the remaining 
iceryas will have shared a similar fate.

A Controversy Over Water with Utah 
| to Be Avoided. 


Appointments by the President— 
Commissloner Tanner Explains 
An Office for Ex-Gov. 
Warmouth. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3,—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Secretary of the Interior 
Noble has received a telegram from Gov. 
Shoup of Idaho setting forth the resolutions 
passed by the Constitutional Convention, 
stating that speculators are following the 
United States irrigation surveying parties 
and taking up valuable water rights. 

In reply Secretary Noble quotes the pro- 
visions of the law providing for the survey 
now in progress, which he thinks. covers 
the ground and protects all rights. Among 
other things, this law provides that all 
lands which may hereafter be designated or 
selected by United States surveyors for 
sites for reservoir, ditches or canals for irri- 
gation 2 and all land made sus- 
ceptible of irrigation by such reservoirs, 
ditches or canals, are from this time hence- 
forth hereby reserved from: sale as the 
pooper of the United States, and shali not 

subject, after the passage of this act, to 
entry, settlement or occupation.“ 

It is further provided by law that the 
President, at any time in his discretion 
may, by proclamation, open any or all of 
the lands reserved by this provision to set- 
tlement under the homestead laws. 

The Secretary points out that it is impos- 
sible for speculators to acquire title toa 
single acre ot land while this law is in 
foree, and adds: 

“This, I think, is a full solution of the 
whole trouble between the Territories of 
Idaho and Utah. Parties entering upon 
these lands in either Territory will be sub- 
jected to the superior title and further con- 
trol of the United States. I have directed 
the Commissioner of the d Office to 
notify the local officers of the law and pre- 
hibit entries of the land you specify, and I 
have also ordered the Superintendent of the 
Geological Survey to 18 rapidly with 
the surveys on Bear River. The statute, 
you will observe, reserves these lands from 
the date thereof, and the Assistant Attor- 
ney-General of this department agrees with 
me that it is constitutional and effective to 
the extent expressed. I fully appreciate 
the conflict of right that must arise between 
the Territories and between the Territories 
and States, but these all can and will be 
better regulated by national control than 
by local conflict and contradictory legisla- 


tion. 
The following is part of Secretary Noble’s 
telegram to Gov. Soup:

The Governors Veto Power Seri- 
ously Considered — Outlines of 
Prominent Features in the 
Forthcoming State Constitution 
—Advancéd Thinkers at Work. 


OLxATIA (Wash.), July 29.— [Special 
Correspondence Of Tue Times.] The 
Constitutional Convention, now at 
work, is composed of afew men of pro- 
gressive ideds, und like all advanced 
thinkers, are meeting with much op- 
position. In their desire to ‘‘depart 
from the besten tracks,“ they are 
classed as experimenters, or even vul- 


garly styled’’“eranks.” A mem- 
ber wished dd “do away with 
that useleas figure-head, the

thirds of a Legislature. Only two of 
the 13 Colonies had the veto power, 
and Ohio has had no veto for 25 years, 
and seems to be getting along very 
well without it. 

Other members argued to about the 
same effect, and no doubt the pro- 
vision would have been adopted at this 
moment had a vote been taken, but 
another member, i his zeal to “depart 
from the beaten. path’ and do away 
with this relle of monarchy,” pro- 
posed a majority of those present as 
sufficient to override a veto.

HEALTH AND DISEASE. 


Statistics Compiled by the Health 
Officer. 

Health Officer MacGowan has issued 
his report for the month of July, which 
shows a marked improvement over the 
very favorable showing of the previous 
month. During July there were 59 
deaths from all causes, which, on an 
estimated population of 80,000, is an 
annual rate per 1000 of 8.85, as against 
63 deaths for June, which, on the same 
basis, is an annual rate of 9.45 per 1000, 
a gain of one. Of the total number of 
deaths, 12 were under 1 year of age, 3 
were 1 to 2 years, 5 were 2to5 years, 4 
were 5 to 10 years, 16 were 20 to 45 
years, 14 were 45 to 65 years, and 5 
were 65 years of age or over, of which 
32 were males and 27 femules, the 
nativity being as follows: Los Ange- 
les 20, Pacific Coast 6, Atlantic States 
14, foreign born 19. divided according 
to race, 54 Caucasians, 3 African and 
2 Mongol. Grouped under five 
eneral classes, the result is as 
oliows: Zomatic diseases. 15; con- 
stitutional diseases, 7; local diseases, 
19; developmental diseases, 11; acci- 
dent and violence, 4. The largest 
number of deaths from any oue dis- 
euse was 7 trom heart troubles, and 
the second from consumption, 6, but 
in both instances, with one exception, 
an infant of 1 year, they were among 
foreign-born citizens or arrivals from 
the East.

INCI DENTS FROM HISTORY'S 
TREASURE-HOUSE. 


Hanging of Col. Haine, an Infamy of 
the Revolution—Simon de Mont- 
fort —-The Poet Shelley — Lord 


Burleigh — Henry I. and His 
Wives. 


Today recalls one of the many in- 
famies perpetrated by the British dur- 
ing the Revolution. Col. Isaac Haine 
Was a wealthy South Carolina planter 
and iron-worker, born in 1745. He 
was a warm patriot, and when the 
British took Charleston they ordered 
Haine to enter the royal army or re- 
main a prisoner of war. Finally he 
was released on condition that he 
should not be ordered to serve in the 
British army, and should not join the 
American forces. In violation of this 
Haine was seized in 
his own house, where his wife and son 
were lying dangerously ill, and taken 


Ile was again ordered to enter the 
British service, and was permitted to 
return for atime to his family. Con- 
sidering the terms of the agreement 
violated, Col. Haine 8 he patriot 
army, soon after which he Was taken a 
prisoner of war. On August 4, 1780, 
in compliance with the orders of Lord 
Rawdon, Col. Haine was hung as a 
traitor. 

SIMON DE MONTFORT. 
Simon de Montfort, the Cromwell of 
the thirteenth century, was a French 
nobleman possessed of English prop- 
erty and rank through his mother. 
Little is known of his life before he 
established himself at the English 
court, where he gained the favor of 
Henry III., and was married to the 
King’s widowed sister, Eleanor. — 
a short absence from England he 
turned to raise money to make * 
grimage to the Holy Land, which he 
accomplished and greatly distin- 
guished himself by his military talents. 
He returned to — in 1241, and 
soon after became istinguished as a 
political reformer and of 
popular liberties. His name 8 
ond among the signatures in the bold 
remonstrance against papal extortion 
and oppression in 1246, and in 1248 
Res | Henry was compelled by this move- 
ment to adopta policy of economy. 
Such was the man who was to lead 
the Baron’s war, which broke out in 
1264.

One of the most distinguished 
scholars of the fifteenth century, 
Joseph Justus Scaliger, was born at 
Agen, France, August 4, 1540. He was 
educated at Bordeaux, and in 1598 was 
appointed professor of Belles Lettres, 
in the University of Leyden, where the 
celebrated Grotius was one 5 his 
pupils. The works of Scali are 
numerous, and have been highly 2 
mended by subsequent scholars and 
critics. e was the son of Julius 
Ceesar Scaliger, who eniozee an equal 
distinction, and the tw ligers are 
roverbially cited as wonders of erudi- . 
on. 
LORD BURLEIGH. | 
William Cecil, Lord Burleigh, the 
celebrated minister of Queen Eliza- 
beth, and who directed her policy for 
so many years, was born in Lincoln- 
shire in 1520. He studied law, and 
was Secretary of State under Somerset, 
the Lord Protector, in 1548. Cecil en- 
tered Parliament in 1553, and opposed 
the measures of the court of ‘Queen 
Mary. Upon the accession of Queen 
Elizabeth, he again became Secretary 
of State and rime Minister, a posi- 
tion which he held from 1558 until his 
death, August 4, 1598. He was raised 
to the peerage as Baron Burleigh in 


A BADLY MARRIED KING. 
Henry I., King of France, who died 
August 4, 1060, was a curious example. 
of marital infelicity. King Robert, 
his father, had married for his second 
wife Constance of Aguitaine, whose 
imperiousness, malevolence, meddle- 
someness and avarice reduced him to 
so abject a state that he never gave a 
present to any of his servants without 
saying: Take care that Constance 
know naught of this.“ After Robert's 
death, Constance having become regent 
for ber eldest son, Henry I. sought to 
dethrone him and put in his place her 
second son, Robert. Henry, having 
been relieved from his mother’s plots 
by her death, successively married two 
German princesses, but both these 
unions proved so unfortunate that he 
sent into Russia to obtain for his wife 
Anne, daughter of the Czar Yaroslaff. 
This princess passed her life quietly, 
and after Henry’s death, rather than 
return to Russia, married Raoul, Count 
of Valois, who in order to marry her 
put away his second wife, Eleanor. The 
affair ‘created violent opposition, and 
Pope Alexander II. ordered Raoul to 
take back his second wife, and on his 
refusal to do so excommunicated him. 
The Russian Princess and Queen 
mother passed her life in quiet, how- 
ever, and survived her husband some 
years. The reign of Henry, like those 
of his father and his son, was thus very 
largely a chronicle of marriages and 
divorces.

THE BOYLE HEIGHTS OABLE. 


What it is and How it Was Cons 
structed. 

The Boyle Heights section of the 
cable system runs from the intersec- 
tion of Spring and First streets on 
First to the power-house on Boyle 
Heights. Itis the most difficult piece 
of road, from an engineer’s standpoint, 
that the company will have to build in 
the city. Its construction has involved 
the solution of problems in traction 
which have always puzzled engineers, 
In fact, its construction has called for 
a solution of more of these problema 
than any other piece of cable road of 
double the length in the world.

The viaduct is the only one of such 
length, it being about 2000 feet long, 
in the world where the cable-road con- 
struction and that of the bridge pro- 
ceeded simultaneously. The problems 
to be solved here were very difficult. 
They consisted ofthe building of the 
cable at an acute grade, handling it 


angle, necessitating curves on the via- 
duct. At the approaches to the via- 
duct a series of depression pulleys was 
designed to overcome the tendency of 
the cable to lift up. owing to the acute 
grade. These pulleys are ingeniously 
contrived and solve what tora long 
time was a stumbling-block in the way 
of cable-railroad building. 

It was necessary, in building the 
road on the viaduct, to have special 
designs made for the yokes at the ap- 
proaches. It was necessary to esti- 
mate to the smallest fraction in order 
to get them just right. Some of 
the yokes are so small that they 
barely admit the grip. At the middle 
of the viaduct, its highest point, are 
the crown pulleys, another ingenious 
contrivance. At the end of the ap- 
proach on the east side the road makes 
quite a sharp turn toward the north. 
At the base of the hill the depression 
pulleys are again requisite, and then 
the road, after climbing to Boyle 
Heights. runs straight to the engine- 
house, where it makes a right-angled 
curve.

5 The Sea Lions of the Rookery. 
Seal Rock. Catalina.

The young gentleman took the hint, 
and a jolly party was made up to visit 
the famous Sea Lion rookery near 
here, and since then it is quite the 
fashion to either row around and see 
the big animais or go in the little 
steam launch. The rookery is a large 
rock, or series of rocks, on the south 
side of Catalina, a few miles below the 
Metropole and within rowing dis- 
tance. ~ At low tide it can -be 
reached from the land, but at 
high tide the rock is isolated and 
beaten and washed by the sea that 
comes whirling in from the west. In 
a gale it is a wild a unapproach- 
able, and at night only the roar of the 
sea and the hoarse barking of the 
dwellers of the place are heard. In 
ordinary weather, all during the sum- 
mer months, the rock is approachable; 
that is, a boat can drift about it, and 
the strange, mermaid-like creatures 
examined. 

Sometimes. they cover the rocks, 
often a hundred or more being seen at 
atime rolling about, sliding over the 
kelp and huge weeds, eyeing the visit- 
ors fiercely, and uttering loud, dis- 
cordant barks.- The sea lions have 
selected this point as a home on ac- 
count of its inaccessibility, and from 
here they radiate out, every day mak- 
ing — trips up the island in search 
of food, and playing havoc with the 
finny tribe. 

Almost every night pairs of sea 
lions are seen passing the Metropole, 
coming up every few moments to utter 
their loud, piercing bark, then leaping 
from the water e porpoises, pre- 


— 
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senting a most graceful appearance as 
they dash along. Their speed can be 
imagined when it is known that few fish 
can escape them. The California sea lion 
is known to science as Zalophus Cali- 
fornianus, and there is another, found 
from California to Alaska and on the 
coast of Asia, known as Steller’s sea 
lion (Humeto pias Stelleri).

An attempt was made to 
bring it up by the bottle, but it was a 
failure, and [ think Mr. Hunt carried 
it back to its home at the rookery. 

The sea lions are milk-giving ani- 
mals, nursing their young just as 
others of their race do, and are simply 
adapted to their aquatic life by Na- 
ture. Thus they have forearms shaped

I can not vouch, but 
a story is told of a visitor some years 
ago to the island, who went alone 
to Sea Lion Rock, and spent the night 
in the rookery. hauled his boat up 
and went ashore fo catch a young sea 
lion, and returning, found that the 
boat had gone adrift. Thinking he 
could hail a fisherman, who generally 
went by, he waited; but no one came. 
The man had not gone out that day, 
and now such a sea was running that 
he dared not attempt to swim ashore. 
Every moment the waves came higher, 
and he gradually was obliged to retreat 
until he sat upon the summit of the 
rookery, and there surrounded by sea 
lions, that crept in after dark, he sat, 
passing a night with surroundings 
that few would care to indulge in, and 
was rescued the next day all right, but 
satisfied with the sea lion style of liv- 


ing.

by Hundreds—A True Tale of 


the Situation.

That there exists in Kansas City the 
most disastrous business depression 
that has been brought upon any west- 
ern city in the past 15 years is a matter 
of ceneral knowledge. In no city in 
the West is business so stagnant as 
here at the present time; it applies to 
all branches, both wholesale and retail; 
tothe manufacturers, to the banks, 
and to the real estate business as well. 
MILLIONS UNPROFITABLY INVESTED. 

There is without doubt $20,000,000 
invested in Kansas City that is not 
paying a dollar in return. Conserva- 
tive men in Kansas City, men who are 
perfectly familiar with the situation 
and who have no reason to exaggerate 
the condition ot affairs, say that there 
is over $10,000,000 invested in buildings 
in Kansas City which are not even 
paying taxes. 


nevertheless true, that there are now 
in Kansas City 580 empty business 
houses, 3900 vacant residences, and 
2000 office rooms that are wanting oc- | 
cupants. The figures are obtained by 
aciual count and from the most careful 
estimates. These figures were sub- 
mitted to a real estate dealer on Dela- 
ware street, who said he did not doubt 
their correctness in the least, and 
stated that he, himself, had 60 busi- | 
ness houses, 225 residences, and 210 | 
offices on his books for rent. The | 
number given above is being added to | 
every day; probably one-half of these 
buildings have been made vacant in the 
past six or eight months, and | 
the month just closed, it is believe 
that fully 400 residences were vacated 
by mechanics and professional men, 
who were compelled to leave the city 
on account of dull times. A score or 
more business houses were also 
vacated, merchants finding it impos- 
sible to hold up any longer. 

Kansas City may properly be called 
“the city of vacant houses.“ In this 
respect it leads over all cities in the 
Union; and in the history of the United 
States, even in years of panics or de- 
pressions, or when devastated by wars, 
there bas never been another city like 
it. Think of it! A metropelis of 
180,000 inhabitants, with nearly 5000 
vacant buildings. Go where you will, 
on any street, in any block, from the 
heart of the city to the suburbs in every 
direction, and you will be confronted 
with empty buildings, many of them 
unoccupied for months, going to wreck 
and ruin, an investment which is a 
dead Joss to the owner and for sale at 
almost any price.

There are in the city about 2000 
more office rooms than business de- 
mands. Two or three hundred of 
them were occupied by real-estate 
agents, who had to leave the city or 
starve. Nearly one-third the oflices in 
the big Nelson & Weller block on Main 
street are unoccupied; the Exchange 
building on Wyandotte street has 19 
offices for rent; the Hall block, corner 
of Ninth and Walnut, with over 100 
Offices, is almost half empty; the fine 
new Keith & Perry building on Walnut 
has 15 offices unoccupied, and it is the 
same with all the office blocks in the 
city. There are many of these large 
office blocks, the income from which 
will not pay taxes and other expenses. 

NEARLY 4000 DESERTED HOMES. 

The most careful estimate of the va- 
cant dwellingsin Kansas City places 
the number at 8900. It is confined to 
no particular part of the city, though 
avery large number of them are houses 
which were occupied by laboring men 
who were obliged to leave the city and 
go away for work. Residences are 
empty on every street, and in most 
every block, and some of the subdi- 
visions east and south of the city con- 
tain as many as 100 unoccupied build- 
ings; unfortunately for the capitalists 
who loan their money upon property of 
this character, a large number of these 
buildings erected by real-estate boom- 
ers when there was no demand 
for them are covered with mortgages 
of a greater amount than the value of 
the property. Hundreds of them have 
not paid a dollar in rent and unless 
there should be an unexpected change 
in the affairs of Kansas City, will con- 
tinue to be an unyielding property and 
must sooner or later be sold by the 
Sheriff. In well settled portions of the 
city there is to be found flats and 
choice residences whi 
cant for months.

mortgages were executed and filed. It 
seems almost incredible. Still, it is 
the best record that has been made, for 
no commercial center of Kansas City’s 
proportions ever succeeded in record- 
ing 714 chattel mortgages in one 
month. Capitalists consider it an 
alarming state of affairs: These 714 
chattel mortgages are of course not 
given by merchants; a large proportion 
of them are made by poor laboring- 
men, who, after spending their wages, 
have been compelled to mortgage the 
few pieces of household furniture they 
owned to keep the family from 
starving. 
FLOODED WITH FORECLOSURES. 

The number of foreclosure suits in 
the Kansas City courts is not equalled 
by any other city in the country. It is 
a frequent occurrence for as many as 
20 foreclosure proceedings to be com- 
menced inone day. The Kansas City 
Globe issues a supplement each day for 
the publication of notices of sule of 
property under foreclosure; today it 
contains 49 of these notices; the 
Evening News has between 15 and 20 
of them, and the Star, Journal and 
Times have their share. Over 
mortgages have been foreclosed during 
the last six months; in a great many 
places the property would not sell for 
the amount of the mortgage. The 
nvmber of these toreclosures is in- 
creasing every month. 

THOUSANDS OF IDLE MEN. 

The number of idle laboring men on 
the streets of Kansas City is simply 
astounding. The principal streets are 
thronged all day long with them. The 
market square has from 2000 to 3000 of 
them every day, and my are there 
from morning until night; then you 
will find them bythe hundreds on 
Union avenue, around the Union de- 
pot, all along Fifth street, Fourth 
street, Third street, down to the levee, 
around the postoffice building, in fact 
every where—at least 8000 of them at 
the present time. Of course the popu- 
lar resort for a large nnmber of these 
idle men is in the saloon; there you will 
find them by the score, and spending 
their last dollar for whisky. Walking 
up to the proprietor of the saloon on 

ain street, four doors above Fifth, 
around which an unusually large num- 
ber of idle men were congregated, your 
correspondent ventured the remark 
that he must be doing a flourishing 
business. No, sir,“ he replied, ‘‘busi- 
ness is duller than it has been since 1 
opened this stand. You can’t sell 
much liquor to idle men. When — 4 
have no money then we are throu 
with them. There are too many idle 
men here at the present time to do a 
profitable business in my line.”’ 

But the idle men in this city are not 
alllaborers by any means. Mechan- 
ics, artisans, clerks, book-keepers and 
men who once earned good salaries, 
are now out of work, or in order to 
keep starvation from their homes are 
obliged to work for a small pittance. 
Carpenters,stonemasons, plasterers and 
painters by the hundreds are looking 
for employment, however, have found 
business so duli that they have left 
the city. 
OVERRUN WITH CRIMINALS AND VA- 

GRANTS. 
Kansas City is infested with the 
most infamous dives and dens to be 
found in any city in the land; 500 Sa- 
loons, more than half of which are 
simply rotten hell-holes, the retreat of 
the rufflan, the rowdy, the incendiary, 
the cut-throat, and the riff-raff of the 
city, where all manner of crimes are 
concocted, and debauchery and vil-

of Eighteenth, almost 2 other 
house is empty, at least 90 in all. 

REAL ESTATE BUSTED. 

It is nardly necessary to speak of the 
depreciation in real-estate values in 
Kansas City, for it is a matter that is 
known all over the country. Proba- 
bly more money has been sunk in Kan- 
sas City real estate investments in the 
past three years than was ever lost in 
investments of that character in any 
other city inthe Union. Property that 
was purchased three or four years ago 
at fictitious values will not bring the 
purchase price now, and much of it 
could not be sold at any price. 
great deal of it is mortgaged for more 
than it is worth, in fact, more than 
half of Kansas City’s real estate 
is covered up with an east- 
ern mortgage. A real-estate 
broker, near the corner of Ninth 
and Main said that he had on his books 
more than $500,000 worth of property, 
but that he had not made a legitimate 
sale in the past month. Residence

STAGNATION IN BUSINESS. 
The depresssion in Kansas City is 
felt in every branch of business. In 
all the history of the city trade has 
never been so dull as it now is. Your 
correspondent took 20 of tne leading 
retail stores on Main street, between 
Sixth and Seventh, including every 
branch of business, and inquired the 
condition of trade; everyone declared 
the past year to be the worst they had 
ever known; eight said they were not 
Paying expenses, and three declared 
they were n to elose out at any 
rice. One of the managers of the 
ullene, Moore & Emery establishment 
sald: I never saw business so dull as 
it is now; there will have to be an im- 
provement very soon. There is general 
complaint of dull times among the 
merchants.” 
HUNDREDS OF CHATTEL MORTGAGES. 
Many of the merchants as a last re- 
sort are putting chattel mortgages on 
their stock; there bas been a startling 
increase in the number of these mort- 
ages in the pee three months. An 
nspection of the records in the County 
Recorder’s office shows that during the 
month of June a total of 714 chattel
